every section of the United States, 
from as far irest as Oregon, as far 
north as Maine and as "far south as 
Texas, suffered through the heat of 
Sunday and then shivered through the 
cold of the morning hours to-day. 
Only one blanket was issued to each on 
Sunday, but a duplicate 
issue is 


promised for to-night. 


The first of the old soldiers to ar- 


rive came from the far west, Mich- 
igan, Oregon, California 
and Mis- 


souri all sending scores of veterans 
here for the encampment. All day 
long the trains poured their 
hun- 


dreds into the camp and by night-fall 
the number estimated under canvas 
was 18,000. To-day this was swollen 
to about 32,000, with more coming in 
every hour-
